Rock and roll legends featured at NavSta 


Rock n’ roll legends The 
Doobic Brothers ami Foreigner 
with special guest Gary Hocy, are 
set to headline the Marlboro Mu- 
sic concert Saturday, Aug 6, at 
6 JO p.m. at the Naval Station 
32nd Street Athletic Field on the 
inland side. 

General admission tickets Tor 
both the military and the general 
public are $5 each. Tickets arc 
available at hIIMWR military base 
ticket offices, all Southern Cali¬ 
fornia TickctMastor locations and 
can be purchased by phone by 
calling 220-&497.

John Dowdy, director, Morale, 
Wfclftre and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. 

This concert mark# a tclum to 
the Marlboro Music Military Tour 
for the Doobic Brothers, who 
were first tea lined on the 
Marlboro Music Military tour hi 
1991. 

The legendary group started life 
m 1969 in the San Jom area aa a 
hard rocking trio, ftilwing mem¬ 
ber* Torn Johnston, Jota Harman 
and bassist Dive Shognrn. 

With the addition of Pat 
Simmon i tm vocal and guitar, the 
foursome signed with Warner 
Bros. Records in 1970. The 
Doobic Brothers released their 
first album in 1972, bul it was 
their second album that yidded 
two mega hits, “Listen to the 
Music” and “Jesus la Just 
Alright,” and catapulted (hem to 
super stardom. 

Ton ring constantly til rough the 
1970s and coming of the road 
only In record another eight al¬ 
bums, the Doohse Brothers com¬ 
piled an aitOundmg number of 
rock *nT rati itandsfrtte, including 
“Another Pork, Another Sunday,” 
“Long Train Runnin”’ and 
“Black Water.” 

After a total of 10 successful aJ - 
bums and a number of personnel 


changes, the Doobics embarked 
on a rarewcll tour in 19S2, going 
their separate ways at the tour’s 
conclusion. 

In 1987, 12 members of the 
band came together for a benefiL 
concert and found the experience 
so positive that the original mem¬ 
bers of the band decided to reform 
the group. The recreated Doobic 
Brother* signed a record deal with 
Capitol Records, and their 19S9 
album,“Cycles/' yielded a top 10 
hit with “The Doctor *’ 

The current box scores or the 
Doobic Brothers, Id albums; 13 
gold records and 11 rmiHi-ptilJ- 
num releases representing sale* 
exceeding 40 mil lion units, four 
Grammy Awards, live perfor¬ 
mance* to more than 35 mi I fan 
rani. 

In a olasik pairing. Foreigner 
with their special guest guitarist 
Gary Hocy, share the Marlboro 
Music Military Tour stage with 
the Doobic Brothers. 

Now, tome 17 yearn after ex¬ 
ploding on the music scene. 
Foreigner’s founding mein bets 
Mick Jones and lead smger Lou 
Gramm arc again at a perfor¬ 
mance peak. 

With their 1977 debut, the 
diKiHe-platinum selling, epraiy- 
mous “Foreigner/’ the group be¬ 
gan an astounding career that ha* 
helped shape the music of a gen¬ 
eration. With thdi next two al-

bums, “Double Vision” in 1978 
and ‘Head Games’* in 1979, it 
was clear Foreigner was to be a 
lasting musical voice. 

The 1980s were filled with 
memorable Foreigner album re¬ 
leaser, including “Records and 
Agent Provacatcur” which intro¬ 
duced the an them ic “I Want To 
Know What Love )a.” 

Tn 1990, Gramm decided lo 
embark on a solo career, and Mick 
Jones produced a number of suc¬ 
cessful protect* tor artists includ¬ 
ing Val Halen said Billy Joel. In 
1992, after speaking by phone, 
the two decided to grt together to 
record some new songs, and a tre¬ 
mendously success fnf tour fol¬ 
lowed in 1993, the group again 
irUyod lo great ethical acclaim and 
appreciative, standirg-room-onlv 
audiences. 

Though well known for their 
now-standard signature songs in¬ 
cluding ‘Hot Blooded,” “FoeIs 
Like the First Time/’ and “Cold 
as Ice,” today’s Foreigner is not 
content to real on its considerable 
laurels or body of work. The 
newly constituted band will be 
unveiling new material planned 
for their upcoming BMG album 
duo for fall 1994 release. 

Opening for these two legend¬ 
ary acta ii newcomer and master 
guitarist Gary Hoey. With his de¬ 
but Rcfiriw Records attaint, “Ani¬ 
mal instinct* lie lias already made 
waves In the hard4o-imprcas gui¬ 


tar community. His album comes 
on the heels of tremendous criti¬ 
cal and popular success as an in¬ 
strument alisl in the musically dis¬ 
criminating European market. 

Hocy says his current work 
“pays homage to all the styles and 


players who have influenced me 
over the ycare.” 

The Marlboro Mililary Tour 
will make five stops in 1994;
